W ashington, April 2.—The monthly 
statem ent of the government receipts 
and expenditures for March shows a 
gratifying increase 
in the receipts

customs 
and 
internal 
revenue. 
While as & whole they do not equal 
those of the period just before the 
panic of 19 07, the receipts from cus­ 
toms are within a million dollars of 
the figures for March of that year. 
The internal revenue receipts, how- 
ever, are over two million dollars short 
of March, 19 07. 
The expenditures continue to in­ 
crease, although they are considerably 
less than was anticipated one month 
ago wrhen the Sixtieth congress ad­ 
journed. 
It is the experience of the 
treasury officials that closely following 
the end of a congress, requisitions for 
large amounts are made to be charged 
to appropriations which were made 
immediately available. 
Up to this 
time there has been no large increase 
in the number and amounts of these 
requisitions. The total March receipts 
are $53,377,012 and the expenditures 
$56,444,534, having a deficit for the 
month of $3.067,522, and for the nine 
months of the present fiscal year a 
deficit of $89 ,429 ,501. 
The receipts from customs during 
March, 19 09 , amounted to $28,631,736, 
an 
increase 
over 
March. 
19 08, 
of 
$7,476.000, and an increase of about 
$3,100,000 over February, 19 09 . 
Internal revenue yielded $19 ,9 84,325, 
an increase of about $444,000 over 
March, 19 08, and about $2,700,000 over 
February, 19 09 .

Philip and the eunuch, we see the spe­ 
cial interest o f heaven ia a truly seek­ 
ing so ul. 
The last we heard o f Philip 
he was at Caesarea, fo r that was his 
ho me seemingly (chapter viii, 40; xxi, 
8), and we canno t but wo nder why he 
was no t used to help Co rnelius, but it 
was neither he no r Paul, the special 
apo stle to the gentiles, but Peter, who m 
the Lo rd cho se fo r this service. 
As 
Peter was used to gather the first co m­ 
pany o f J ews, so he is used to gather 
the first gentile, fo r to him were given 
by o ur Lo rd the keys o f the kingdo m 
o f heaven (Matt, xvi, 19). 
We kno w 
that the church is no t the kingdo m, but 
the present age is the “ mystery o f the 
kingdo m,” and the church must be 
gathered and this age clo se befo re the 
kingdo m can co me. 
Co rnelius, the centurio n, makes us 
think o f the o ne who had such great 
faith and also the o ne w ho said at the 
crucifixio n, “ Truly this was the So n 
o f Go d” (Matt, viii, 5-10; xxvii, 54). 
If 
any man co uld be saved by character, 
as we hear o n all sides to day, surely 
this man co uld, fo r co nsider what is 
said o f him in verses 2, 7, 22, 30, 31. 
and yet Peter had to co me and tell 
him wo rds whereby he and his ho use­ 
ho ld co uld be saved (xi, 14.)

So lo mo n wro te three bo o ks o f the 
Scriptures—the So ng o f So lo mo n, pro b­ 
ably when he was yo ung; Fro verbs 
during manho o d and Ecclesiastes when 
he had reached o ld age. 
A pro verb is a* sho rt, pithy saying 
setting 
fo rth a 
mo ral 
o r spiritual 
truth. 
It was peculiarly suited to 
Hebrew po etry, which is largely co m­ 
po sed o f co mpariso ns and co ntrasts. 
Oriental sages Tvere fo nd o f using the 
pro verb o r parable, which is really a 
pro verb enlarged. 
So lo mo n cho se the 
pro verb in which to express his phi­ 
lo so phy o f life. 
The Psalms and the 
Pro verbs bear an impo rtant relatio n 
to each o ther and express the different 
characteristics o f the autho rs, altho ugh 
they were fathef and so n.

o fvDavid are largely devo tio nal, while

lived clo ser to Go d than So lo mo n aW 
was therefo re better qualified than 
So lo mo n to be the psalm ist o f Israel.
